"Look,  young  man,  if  you  don't  want  to  pay 
attention  in  class,  it  is  up  to  you;  but  you  had 
better  answer  me  when  I  ask  you." 

"Yes,  sir;  I'm  sorry,  sir."  Why  don't  they 
leave  him  alone  if  they  do  not  want  to  share 
his    grief. 

Later  that  day  they  had  a  ball  game;  the 
captain  kept  hollering  at  him,  and  finally  kicked 
him   out  of  the  game. 

That  was  his  first  encounter  with  death, 
the  first  time  he  saw  life  put  to  an  end.  That 
was  probably  why  it  affected  him  so  deeply. 
He  wandered  around  the  campus,  and  finally 
sat  by  a  date  palm  and  told  it  the  whole  story. 
He  was  grateful  it  had  no  chemistry  exams, 
and  was  not  interested  in  football.  When  he  was 
finished,  he  felt  a  load  go  off  his  chest. 

On  the  way  home,  the  usual  chatter  broke 
loose  again;  but  he  didn't  mind.  He  didn't 
give  a  hoot  for  the  kids  in  the  bus.  They  could 
have  been  at  the  North  Pole  for  all  he  cared. 

The  next  day  nothing  left  of  a  buoyant 
youth;  only  a  lonesome  grave,  and  a  vague 
memory    of  a    wound    that   healed.

Fr.  John  V.  Owens,  S«  J. 
and 

Fr.  Edward  Fo  Madaras,  S.J, 
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Father  Edward  Madaras,  s.j, 


The  life  of  Father  Madaras,  the  co-founder  of  Baghdad 
College,  could  be  summed  up  in  the  words  of  the  psalmist : 
"One  thing  have  I  asked  of  the  Lord;  that  I  will  seek  after; 
that  I  may  dwell  in  the  house  of  the  Lord  forever."  It  is 
right  to  say  that  the  first  thirty-five  years  of  Father 
Madaras'  life  was  a  preparation  for  the  second  thirty-five 
years,  which  he  spent  in  Baghdad. 

Edward  F.  Madaras  was  born  in  Ohio,  January  30, 
1897.  In  1916,  as  a  young  man  he  dedicated  his  life 
entirely  to  the  service  of  God,  through  the  three  solemn 
promises  of  poverty,  chastity  and  obedience,  in  the 
Society  of  Jesus.  After  thirteen  years  of  higher  studies, 
he  was  ordained  a  priest  in  Holland  in  1929.  Special 
courses  in  art  and  archeology  followed  in  Rome.  In  1932, 
in  answer  to  a  petition  from  His  Beatitude  Emmanuel 
Thomas,  and  with  the  approval  of  the  government  of 
Iraq,  Father  Madaras  and  Father  Rice  came  to  Baghdad 
to  establish  Baghdad  College.  For  the  next  thirty-five 
years,  Father  Madaras  devoted  his  many  and  exceptional 
talents  and  all  his  strength  to  Baghdad  College.  Only  once 
in  those  thirty-five  years  did  he  visit,  for  a  few  weeks,  his 
two  brothers  who  live  in  America.  For  seven  years  Father 
Madaras  was  President  of  Baghdad  College;  and  many 
other  years  he  labored  as  administrator,  architect,  builder 
and  teacher.  Though  seventy  years  old,  he  continued  to 
teach  mathematics.  His  health  began  to  fail  in  the  spring 
of  1967.  In  spite  of  the  devoted  and  generous  attention 
of  several  doctors  and  splendid  hospital  care,  Father 
Madaras  died  on  October  2,  1967,  in  Baghdad.  His  con- 
stant wish  was  granted:  to  live  and  work  and  die  in  his 
home  for  thirty-five  years,  Baghdad.  Father  Madaras 
prayed  especially  for  all  Iraqis.  We  beg  your  prayers  for 
hirn.  May  he  rest  in  everlasting  peace  with  God. 


Father  John  Owens,  s.j, 


When  Father  Owens  finished  his  Jesuit  studies  in  1957, 
his  hope  of  many  years  was  fulfilled,  and  he  came  to 
Baghdad  College.  The  last  ten  years  of  his  life  belonged 
to  the  people  of  Iraq.  Most  of  those  years  were  teaching 
years  —  biology,  botany,  religion.  In  1962,  however,  he 
served  as  treasurer;  in  1964  he  studied  Arabic.  During 
the  winter  of  1965-66  he  felt  unwell,  and  after  a  series  of 
tests  the  diagnosis  came  as  he  expected,  cancer.  He  pre- 
ferred to  stay  in  Baghdad,  but  superiors  decided  to  send 
Father  Owens  to  the  States  for  treatment.  The  operation 
was  drastic,  but  apparently  successful,  and  in  September 
Father  Owens  came  back  to  Baghdad  as  he  desired.  The 
school  year  began,  his  tenth  in  Iraq,  and  he  carried  a  full 
schedule.  It  soon  became  apparent,  however,  that  he  was 
not  in  good  health,  and  in  December  it  was  discovered 
that  he  had  cancer  again.  He  had  six  months  to  live. 

This  time  his  preference  was  respected.  He  was  not 
sent  back  to  the  States.  He  returned  to  his  Jesuit  brethren 
at  Baghdad  College.  Whatever  life  was  left,  he  wanted 
to  share  with  them,  and  with  the  people  of  Baghdad.  And 
so  he  did.  On  December  30,  he  said  farewell  to  his  former 
students.  He  told  them  that  during  his  life  he  had  received 
three  important  calls  from  God  .  .  .  "The  first  was  when 
God  called  me  to  be  a  priest.  The  second  was  last  year: 
God  gave  me  enough  health  to  come  back  to  you.  My  last 
call  was  last  week,  which  I  consider  to  be  the  greatest  of 
all  blessings,  to  go  and  be  with  Him." 

He  returned  to  his  room,  and  there  he  remained, 
cheerful  always,  near  to  those  who  loved  him.  On  May  19, 
he  quietly  went  to  God.  Truly  Iraq  was  his  adopted  land; 
Baghdad  his  adopted  city;  and  the  boys  of  Baghdad 
College,  his  adopted  sons.  He  loved  them  all,  unto  the  end.
